DUICL TO THE DEATH. 

A terrible and fatal duel between 
two brolhora-in-lav? waa fought in tho 
horse-markot, at the back of tho Hotel 
do Yeodorao. Tho Dukos of Nomours 
land Beaufort, tbongh so closoiy conuoct- 
!edr-Were uolnatod by the worst loelings 
toward each olber. More than onco 
thoy bud boon on tho point of crossing 
swordB. On ono occasion thoy exehang 
|ed slaps' rn tho face in tho presenoo of 
'MadomOiSeliie de Montponsrcr. At 
loBt they quarrelled about Bomo ridicu- 
lou.s question of proccdcnco, and iiotliiug 
would satisfy >Jo[nour8 bm an appeal to 
arms. Tiioy mot , each acC/mpaniod by 
four geutlemcn, Tho weapons were 
B words aud pistols, providod by tho 
Duo de Nemours. When thoy came on 
tho ground tho Due do Beaufort cx- 
olaiuiod, ''Ah, iny brolbor, how diegraco'- 
fill this is I Lot us forget tiio past; lot 
as bo goud IriiMidb.'' iiut tho other 
made aD-iwer,"xV.b, you scoundrel I cither 
joamust kill mo or I shall ki'I you," 
and ' with 'theso words ho pulled tho 
trigger, but his piHio! missed firo, lie 
tboruupuii i\dvaiiued upun il du JJcau- 
foil, sword in hand, so lliat tho -DuUo 
was compelled to firo in solt-do fence. 
M dii Nemours fell to the ground dead, 
pierced by three balla, with which lii.s 
own people hadloaled tho pistol. Two 
of M d-J JJoaufort's socotida died within 
twenty four hours, and a third was 
badly wounded. Tho olhtr coinbatauta 
escaped with comparalivo inipunity.
